Undoubtedly, many of the big exporters of the country would 
like to see the debts owed to us by Europe courteously wiped 
out, entirely. This indebtedness is for over $11,000,000,000 
and amount to $116 to every man, woman and child in the 
United States. This debt is now prepresented by bonds which 
must either be paid by the foreign governments or the people 
of America. When this debt is liquidated, it will amount to 
$200 per head. Do you want to pay $200 for yourself, your 
wife and each child, for the purpose of relieving European 
peoples of this burden when you are already taxed at a high- 
er rate than are the people of Europe?—Okmulgee Democrat.
